The Scottish 
League was then frozen out 
for seven weeks. The next 
game he was promoted to 


the first team for Rangers, 
(a friendly against Hearts 
which they lost 3-0) but 
then his time had run out. 

T spoke to Adcity’s coa- 
ch, Bob D*Ottavi, who 
said: “T can hardly wait for 
the lad to come back. We 
really need him as he is a 
very valuable asset to us.” 

When there was talk that 
two Sydney PSL clubs, 
were after Mitch, Adcity 
immediately stated they 


would want $50,000 for his 
transfer. 

Just recently, THE 
NEWS from Adelaide 
quoted a figure of $100,000 
as being Mitchell's value to 
his club when Rangers 
showed interest in the lad. 

Mitchell will turn 20 on 
June 13. 

Yesterday I spoke to 
David's father in Adelaide, 
and he informed us that 
Rangers’ manager, John 


Greig, wants David back at 
Torox Park at the end of the

They paid his 
air fares both ways. gave 
him accomodation and paid 
him a wage as well.

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Ever since the start of Federation Soccer 
In Australia, the game has had to contend 
with controversy over club names. 

The vast influx of European migrants 
after the war gave Soccer 


domi- 
n ti rious State Leagues, raising 
the all-round standard to a marked degree. 

Yet this Soccer migration fostered one 
major drawback. The Europeans who 
formed clubs here did not want to give 
those clubs local names. Instead, they 
gave the 
Croatia, Hel 
and Budapest. 

No doubt this met with much approval 
from individual migrant communities, but It 
was viewed with horror and undisguised 
gonism by Australian Soccer fol- 
lowers. 

The Aussies felt they had been 
squeezed out of the sport, their places 
taken by foreigners. Their animosity to the 
“new breed” caused them to stay away 
from top Soccer In this country. 
was watched by more and more migrants 
but fewer and fewer locals. 

Quite naturally, Soccer In this country 
became labelled a “migrant game” or a 
“foreign game” or, even more insulting, a 
“wog gam 

That situation has not really changed a 
lot over the past 25 years. This Is why 80 
per cent of the people attending Soccer 
matches here are first or second genera- 
tion Europeans. 

Until this situation is remedied, there will 
never be a mass audience for Soccer in 
Ai It Is sulcidal for any sport to 
deliberately cut itself adrift from the major- 
ity of the population. Yet this is exactly 
what Soccer has done. 

When the Philips League was formed in 
1977, there was a determined move by 
administrators to ‘“‘Australianise” the 
Sport. Sir Arthur George, president of the 
Australian Soccer Federation, was a prime 
mover In the switch of names when Pan 
Hellenic became Sydney Olympic, Hellas 
became West Adelaide (or South Melbour- 
ne, if you like) and J.U.S.T. became 
Footscray. 

As we all know, there is no happy ending 
to the story. Giving the PSL clubs local 
district names added probably no more 
than five per cent to the match attend- 
ances. But we wonder If the names change 
was ever given a fair go by the clubs or the 
media. 

Looking at some match reports in 
another Soccer newspaper recently, we 
Noticed that a team called “Makedonia” 
drew 1-1 with Sydney City, Marconi we

The World Cup countdown has already 
started and most of the 24 competing na- 
tions in Spain have begun their final prepa- 
ram for the greatest sporting show on 
earth. 


For four weeks, the eyes of the world will be 
focussed on Spain and every move of the par- 
ticipants will come under the microscope. 

is indeed is a festival of football no other 
code or sporting event can hope to equal, P 

Through the miracle of television, over 1,000 
million viewers will watch the action, as the 
gladiators of this Soccer contest fight it out, for 
ie most prized trophy in sport — the World 

up. 

Players, administrators, media men and Soccer 
lovers from every corner of the globe, will 
converge on Spain for this round ball fiesta. 

And great pressure will come to bear on all of 
them, during the four week period. 

Tt always does when you're involved in the 
World Cup finals ! 

But the greatest pressure of all will fall on the 
coaches of the 24 teams involved. 

For them — the sweat merchants of the game 
— this could be the greatest period of their lives 
or the biggest disaster ! 

During the span of a World Cup Final series, 
T’ve seen some coaches age before my very eyes, 
in what can only be described as an incredible 
manner. 

During the 1978 finals in Argentina, Argen- 
tina’s magnificent coach Cesar Luis Menotti won 
the World Cup for his country and ended up a 
nervous wreck for his trouble. 

Menotti — labelled “El Loco” by his own 
supporters — was 39 when the series started, and 
looked 79 when it ended. 

Here was a man who carried the sorrows of the 
world on his back and depicted the complete 
picture of misery. 

During a game, he smoked four packs of 
cigarettes as he suffered in a cloud of smoke. 

But for Menotti, it was all worthwhile : his 
name went into the history books and he became 
a legend. 

At World Cup time, people tend to forget that 
coaches are mere humans and expect miracles by 
the dozen. 

At the end of it all, these men are victims of 
their own doctrines — they succeed or fail by 
their own hand. 

It was rather pitiful to watch the demise of the 
great West German coach Helmut Schoen, 
during the 1978 Finals. 

After taking out the Cup in 1974, here he was 
watching the crown of crowns slip away from 
him, because his team just wasn’t good enough. 

Although Schoen is a national hero and indeed 
a football institution in West Germany, in 1978 
he was just one of the beaten coaches of the 
series — nothing more. 

Another sad sight in ’78, was the late Claudio 
Coutinho of Brazil. 

Midway through the series, everyone throu- 
ghout the length and breadth of Argentina knew 
that Coutinho would be sacked after the finals, 
His team finished in third place — what price 
failure ! 

But undoubtedly the most tragic figure of all in 
1978, was Scottish coach Ally McLeod, a man 
who was proved to be completely out of touch 
with reality — and his own team. 

Scotland's disaster was placed fairly and 
squarely on his shoulders and he has nelver to this 
day recovered from the humiliation of it all. 

There is no shadow of a doubt that the 
mortality rate in Spain will be up to its usual high 
figure. 

Only three managers of the 16 who led their 
teams to the 1974 finals in West Germany were 
still in power in Argentina four years later. 

World Cup football has become so important 
in some countries that the responsibility on the 
shoulders of the coaches is frightening. 

One roy man who is going to,learn all about 
this is New Zealand’s John Adshead. 

But I've a sneaking feeling that Adshead will 
be able to take it in his stride, despite the 
mammoth and frightening task he has — trying to 
stop the might of Brazil, Scotland and Russia. 

The big tragedy in it all of course, is that our 
own Socceroos will not be playing in Spain. 

I'd like to bet all the money in the world that 
Rudi Gudendorf or any coach in Australia would 
have been prepared to stand any amount of 
pressure to be under the spotlight during this, the 
greatest sporting show on earth !

THREE DEFEATS IN 
A ROW FOR KB

Despite a second minute bonus goal b 
rangy forward Alf Stamp, Newcastle KB Uni- 
ted succumbed in desultory fashion to a 
workmanlike St George side at the Sports 
Centre. 

The crowd dropped by more than 2,000 from the visit of 
Sydney Olympic two weeks earlier. 

Was this caused by the counter-attraction of the Neweas- 
tle Show at the nearby Showground, the coid blustery 
conditions, the greater local appeal of Sydney Olympic, or 
is the fickle Soccer public not satisfied with the standard of 
entertainment being offered ? 

These questions will be answered with the visit of the 
popular Marconi in the fifth round on March 13. 

No team could have been given a better confidence 
booster than when the St George defence was hoodwinked 
by the magical feet of Stamp, He took on St George's right 
defence and forced a corner kick, then, very coolly, 
steered the ball wide of Mike Fraser after David Skeen had 
cleared a John Sneddon effort on the goal-line. 

‘This was a most promising start for the previously goal- 
less KB attack and, for a time, a home win seemed a 
distinct possibility. 

But a breakaway raid in the 16th minute swept St 
Geoprge into. equality with Mark Barton applying the 
finishing touch. 

For the remainder of the opening half, Newcastle KB 
were at a loss as to how to re-establish some semblance of 
team-work. 

Simple passes went astray up front while the defence was 
dithery and indecisive in its marking work. 

This uncertainty opened the way for such skilled perfor- 
mers as Dez Marton and Ernie Campbell to feature 
strongly, but they failed to take advantage of the caving-in 
of the KB defence, 

Campbell was right cece ‘on one occasion but lost 
control of the ball at a critical moment while Marton had a 
prot effort magnificently stopped by goalkeeper Phil 

ando. 

St George continued to fritter away chances in the 
second hall before Marton scored from the penulty spot 
after John Davies had been tripped by Sneddon. 

Tt was only in the dying minutes of the game that KB 
again emerged as an aee force and a rasping drive by 
an extremely subdued Malcolm McClelland rattled against 
the crossbar. 

Garrie Dooley, Newcastle's new signing from West 
Adelaide via Elizabeth wie turned out for the youth side 
against Marconi and will be in the senior team to meet 
‘Adelaide City next Sunday.

“In 1980, Adelaide Colts 
had some 750 boys playing 
in strong U14 and U16 
competitions; last year this 
was cut by half. If things 
continue we will have no 
boys in these premier age 
groups this year. and the 
Adelaide Colts will be 
forced to abandon its inter- 
est in Soccer in 1983. 

“This will be a sad move 
and a backward one for 
Soccer in South Australia.”

resented relegation, in the wake of the Board’s sweeping changes to the 


Leagues’ set-up. 

Not content with in- 
creasing the State League 
and the four divisions of 
the Metro League to 14 
clubs, the new-broom 
wielders also raided the 
District League to enlarge 
the Provisional League to 
four divisions of 14 clubs 
each, and then abolished 
the District League. 

Now, instead of 11 divi- 
sions of 12 clubs each, 
there are 9 divisions of 14 
each, with an unlucky six 
having been pushed 
down into the first divi- 
sion of the Amateurs. 

Altona City filed a pro- 
test (which was dismis- 
sed), and Diamond 
Creek, which has a $7,000 
sponsorship and five play- 


ers on contract, is about 
to seek legal advice as to 
how it can play profes- 
sionals in the amateur 
League. 


And now Eddie Fridell, 
the president of Melbour- 
ne University Soccer team 
(the oldest University 
team in Victoria, datiny 
back to the 1920s) has hat 
the entire law faculty at 
Melbourne University 
working on the Soccer 
case. 


They have decided that 
a breach of contract with 
the Federation was com- 
mitted with them being 
dropped from the Provi- 
sional League. Mr Fridell 
is confident they'll be 


playing in the Provisional 
League this year. 


The greatest burst of in- 
dignation will be heard 
from the referees, whose 
secretary, Colin Tuffield 
revealed that not only had 
his association not been 
consulted, but that he 
doubted if he had enough 
referees to go round! 


The District League 
used to play on Sunday, 
but now there will prob- 
ably be 60 senior games 
each Saturday, where

and those referees who 
like to ref on both Satur- 
days and Sundays will find 
their fees halved.
